THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. 


MOVING AND TAKING STOCK.—II. 


‘* Apart from the financial side of the question, the stock- 
taking properly carried out, is as useful to the trader 
as the compass is to the navigator; as it indicates 
what to avoid for the immediate future. The shadows 
of coming events are often perceptible at this time, 
and part at least of the future may be gathered from 


the past.”"—British and Colonial Printer and Sta- | 
| ject of stock-taking we do not refer to those es- 


tioner. 

WHERE do we stand? This is a question 
that the retailer must face at one time or an- 
other during the year. Although the occupa- 
tion of stock-taking is mentioned often in terms 
which do not indicate any relish for the work, 
as not bringing any profit—that is, any immedi- 
ate profit--it is admitted by men of business to 
be an important factor in the prevention of loss, 
inasmuch as it opens the eyes to the actualities 
of the situation, and when properly carried out 
serves to check progress in the wrong direc- 
tion. Many people can boast of an intimate 
knowledge of others, and of the ease with 
which they acquire it, and are ignorant of the 
fact that the persons whom they know least are 
their own selves and their own doings (as oth- 
ers see them). 
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A stock-taking conscientiously carried out js 
a wonderful aid to self-knowledge. We say 
‘‘conscientiously” with meaning, because jt 
often happens that the wish to make things loo 
what they might have been, rather than what 
they actually are,imparts in various ways , 
deceptive veneer to the balance-sheet, which 
figurative veneer—like the material of tha, 
name—will not stand rough usage. There js , 
strong temptation to look on what in such cases 
might be misnamed “‘ the bright side of things.” 
and a good antidote to this is a sharp, cool, 


| cold-blooded and accurate accountant, who con. 


siders the situation from an impartial point of 
view, and can say without feeling of remorse. 
‘* My friend, this looks very well on paper, but 
how about actual or possible depreciation of 
stock? Are those book debts all worth a hun. 
dred cents in the dollar? and have you consid- 
ered that the deduction of your rent, interest, 


| commissions and sundry expenses would reduce 


that profit to less than half?” This may be 
commonplace and trite information to many, 
but it is no secret that a large number of the 
smaller dealers either do not take stock at all, 
or do it in a most superficial and consequently 
inefficient or almost useless manner. 

It isnot an unknown proceeding to advance 
the figures of what is likely to go, and to price 
what has not gone—and will never go—at cost, 
for the sake of appearances. Such people are 
hopeful, perhaps, but hope deferred indefinitely 


| ‘‘ maketh the heart sick,” and not infrequently 
| many others sick also. Others, again, will 


handle the goods part of the inventory cor- 
rectly, but live in the belief that all their out- 
Standing accounts are good. Or, again, the 
expenses, rent, etc., are not sufficiently taken 
into consideration. 

The stoppage of many retail houses in the book 
and stationery trades may be traced to the ab- 
sence of stock-taking. When discussing the sub- 


tablishments which grasp the true sense of this 
opemation, namely, to clear out their goo’s at 
prices which are in accordance with the state of 
the market. To dothis it is absolutely necessary 


| to take stock and write off and face the loss of 


difference in price occasioned by fashion or fluctu- 
ation of the market. And it may be borne in 
mind that this is not always on the loss side of 
the account. Either on a large or a small scale 
the principle is the same, and the fact of a mans 
not having an immense establishment is 10 
reason why the minutie and detail attendant 
on every bus‘ness should be neglected. M: ney 
is rightly called ‘‘ the sinews of war,” but stock 
properly taken may be termed ‘‘ the backbone of 
war.” Totake stock properly it is not sufficient to 
walk round the store, to. make a list or inventory 
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of what is there and note down the price that it 
has cost. This is certainly a step in the right 
direction, but nothing more. Any one stopping 
at this is quite as much in the dark as to his 
real position as if he kept no accounts at all. 
When making up the profit and loss account on 
the year’s business, supposing the cash-book, 
ledger and their satellites are checked off, the 
next thing needful is to ascertain what your 
stock would approximately realize at present 
prices. To dothis the dealer must place himself 
in the position of a duyer of his own stock, and re- 
duce it, if needful, to its proper level by writing 
off the difference. This difference must again be 
deducted from his gross profit before he knows 
what he has gained or lost on the year’s transac- 
tions, and how he stands as regards his engage- 
Any other mode of procedure is likely to 
lead to personal mystification, if nothing worse. 
Of course discrimination must be used between 
articles that may be all right for sale at a later 
period and those that must be got rid of on the 
principle that even a quarter of a loaf is better 
than no bread. Thereis a phrase, ‘‘ cut losses 
and run profits,’ which applies outside the 
money market. Those that float on the tide of 
current events must not keep in ballast anything 
that they hope will turn out right by and by, 
and upon which they are unable to reckon with 
any amount of certainty. Oncea year is consid- 
ered sufficient for the recurrence of a general and 
thorough overhauling of the stock, but many 
firms have found that a trial-balance. half-way 
between, isagreatassistance. The fluctuations 
of the market can be taken note of, and the 
course shaped accordingly. This has been found 
in many instances to have brought about satis- 
factory results at the day of reckoning.

REGISTRATION OF AGENTS 
YORK. 


THE act passed at the last session of the 
Legislature of the State of New York, known as 
chapter 708, has been approved by the governor 
and is now in effect. This law provides for the 
registration of agents of mercantile or manu- 
facturing firms doing business in this State, and 
it is therefore essential that houses establishing 
agencies in New York shall at once comply with 
the terms of the statute. The text of the act is 
as follows: 


IN NEW 


Any person now carrying on or conducting a 
general mercantile or manufacturing business 
within this State, or hereafter commencing such 
business at or in a fixed location, as agent or 
Manager for another or others, shall within 
thirty days after the passage of this act, or the 
commencement of such business, file a sworn 
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statement, verified by such agent and princi- 
pal or principals, in the county clerk’s office of 
the county within which said business is carried 
on, Stating the nature of the business and the 
full name and residence of such principal or prin- 
cipals, 

Any person or persons, principal or principals, 
may be relieved from all liability for the future act 
of such agent or manager by filing in the office of 
the county clerk where the original statement ap- 
pointing such agent or manager is filed, a state- 
ment revoking such agency or managership, 
to take effect ten days after the filing there- 
of, such statement to be acknowledged before an 
officer authorized to take acknowledgments of 
deeds and to be published in at least three 
consecutive issues of a newspaper published 
in the county in which the business of said 
agent or manager is carried on; but if no 
newspaper is published in said county, then 
said statement shall be published in an adjoining 
county. 

The county clerk shall keepa register of the 
names of such agents in alphabetical order, of 
their principals, for which registering and filing 
he shall receive a fee of $1 ; and copies of such 
certificate and registry certified by him and the 
affidavit of such publication shall be evidence. 

Any person or persons failing to make and file 
the statement required by the first paragraph of 
this act, as therein required, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 


OBITUARY NCTES. 


CHARLES H. PIERSON, book-keeper for the past 
eighteen years for George Routledge & Sons, 
died at his residence in Brooklyn on Friday, 
June 9. Mr. Pierson was well known through- 
out the trade and will be truly mourned by many 
to whom he had endeared himself. 


ALFRED DARCEL, director of the Musée de 
Cluny and an admired art historian, has just 
died. He was born June 4, 1818, at Rouen, 
He published in 1861 ‘‘ Le Trésor de |’Eglise 
de Congues;” in 1864, ‘‘ Notice des Falences 
Italiennes du Musée du Louvre ;” in 1867, “ No- 
tice des Emaux et de l’Orfévrerie du Musée du 
Louvre;” in 1869, in collaboration with Delange, 
‘*Recueil de Faierces Italiennes ;” in 1874, the 
“Collection Basilewsky,” in two volumes, with 
an essay on the industrial arts from the first 
century to the sixteenth. 


NATHANIEL THOMAS LuPTON, who died at 
Auburn, Ala., June 12, was born in Virginia 
in 1830. He was graduated at Dickinson College 
in 1849, after which he studied two years in 
Heidelberg. He then became professor of 
chemistry and geology in Randolph Macon 
college and in the Southern University of Ala- 
bama. In 1671 he was made president of the 
University of Alabama and professor of chemis- 
try. Three years later he became professor of 
chemistry in Vanderbilt University, which post 
he occupied for eleven years. In 1885 he was 
appointed State Chemist of Alabama and pro- 
fessor of chemistry in the Agricultural College 
of Alabama in Auburn. Professor Lupton pub- 
lished ‘‘ The Elementary Principles of Scientific 
Agriculture,” and was considered one of the 
ablest scientific men and teachers in the South.

AN interesting feature of the publishers’ exhibit 
at the Chicago Exposition is the Messrs. Harper 
& Brothers’ booth, containing the original manu- 
script of General Lew Wallace’s ‘*‘ Ben-Hur,”’ to- 
gether with autograph manuscripts by many 
other distinguished writers whose work has been 
printed in the periodicals or books of Harper & 
Brothers. 


IT is asserted that a remarkable find was re- 
cently made by the proprietors of the Burnham 
Antique Book-Store in their collection under the 
Old South Church, Boston. It was a quarto 
volume bound in old pigskin and published in 
London in 1621. Its title is ‘‘ The Passions of 
the Minde in Generall, in Sixe Bookes, Corrected 
and Enlarged, with Sundry New Discourses 
Augmented by Thomas Wright.”

Each edition will contain 
a roster of the names and addresses of the peo- 
ple from that State who visited the fair and took 
the trouble to register at their State Building. 


RAPHAEL Tuck & Sons CoMPANY have an ex- 
| hibit at the World’s Fair which is attracting 
much attention. It occupiesa space 35 feet long 
by 15 feet wide in the British section of the Lib- 
eral Arts Building, and is a fac-simile of the 
New York office. The gem of the exhibit is a 
reproduction of Raphael’s Madonna from the 
Dresden Gallery. This is said to be the finest 
lithography yet produced and took fully eighteen 
| months’ work to complete. Progressive proofs 


of the lithographer’s work are finely bound in 
| leather in one volume and form an important 
part of the display. The Tuck collection con- 
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tains nearly 5000 specimens of color printing, 
ranging from the smallest Christmas card to the 
largest picture for framing. 


ACCORDING tothe London Bookworm, the most 
expensive illustrated book yet made is a Bible 
now in the possession of Theodore Irwin, of Os- 
wego, N.Y. Itis valued at $10,000, for Mr. Ir- 
win paid that sum for the work. The original 
was in seven volumes, 16mo, and by the addi- 
tion of drawings and engravings it was enlarged 
to 60 volumes, each 16 by 24 inches, which occu- 
py 17 feet of space on the shelves. This remark- 
able book contains 3000 pen-and-pencil drawings, 
etchings, engravings, lithographs, oil and water- 
color paintings and mezzotints Among the 
illustrations are parts of the ‘‘ Great Bible of 
Cranmer,” printed in 1533; parts of ‘‘ The Bish- 
op Bible,” printed in 1568; of the Nuremberg 


Bible, the first illustrated Bible published, printed 
in 1476, and of ‘‘ Luther’s Version” and ‘“‘ The 
Breeches Bible.”” Mr. Irwin has brought to- 
gether the bestand rarest efforts at illustrating 
the text of the Bible and also the art of modern 
painters and engravers, making it the most com- 


plete and valuable Bible in existence.

THE Bookman “ Directory of Booksellers, Pub- 
lishers and Authors” will be published this 
month by Messrs. Hodder & Stoughton. It will 
give the specialties of the booksellers, particulars 
of the history and publications of the publishers, 
and (in many cases) the private addresses of the 
authors. 


** Les RELIEURS FRANGAIS (1500-1800)”’ deals 
with a subject interesting to all engaged in the 
production, sale and purchase of books. Itisa 
critical and anecdotal history of the art of book- 
binding in France, and relates the history of the 
community of Paris binders and gilders of books, 
and contains a study on bookbinding by M. Er- 
nest Thonain.

Messrs. E. A. PETHERICK & Co., of Sidney, 
Australia, have issued their review of Australa- 
sian literature for 1892. They report that the 
output of Australasian literature has been the re- 
verse of literary in its character, consisting main- 
ly of catalogues, records, registers and reports. 
Australian novelists, poets and biographers do 
not asa rule publish their works in Australia, 
Still, one or two books are mentioned, among 
them a monograph on George Meredith, by Pro- 
fessor Macallum, of Sydney University. Pro- 
fessor Macallum says he knows no writer with so 
many of Shakespeare’s characteristic qualities as 
George Meredith. We note that there is an 
Australian edition of Scribner’s Magazine, differ- 
ing only from the American edition in having 
four pages more at the end of every number de- 
voted to Australasian topics.

THE publication of the Rev. H. R. Haweis 
‘* Life of Sir Morel Makenzie,” says the Zvening 
Post, ‘‘ has caused an unusual commotion in the 
columns of the newspapers, which are enlivened 
every day by conflicting letters and interviews 
with the various parties concerned, but !t 's 
difficult to arrive at the truth of the matter.
